The Coffee County Dept. of 
Human Resources released its 
monthly report last week, and in the 
detailed report county director 
Ronald Smith stated the atmosphere 
in the offices in Elba and New 
Brockton was ‘‘excellent,’’ and the 
department was operating in an 
effective and efficient manner. 

Smith stated the department had 
received a great deal of positive 
publicity in recent weeks that was 
well-deserved by the workers and 
the positive image was helping the 
employees’ attitudes about the 
Stressful situations they often deal 
with, 

The director also added that the 
employees are listening to personal 
improvement tapes that are 
designed to help them both pro- 
fessionally and in private life. The 
department’s video training library 
is continuing to grow, according to 
Smith, and he praised the efforts of 
the E,L.Gibson Foundation for 
making the video tape purchases 
possible. 

In a copy of a letter mailed to Mr. 
Gil Jennings, a member of the 
Resource Management Task Force, 
Smith stated he was opposed to a 
plan for the counties to assume the 
function of county budgeting. In the 
letter, Smith wrote ‘‘there is 
expertise in computer hardware and 
software at the state level that can 
compute the salaries, fringe 
benefits, income tax, Social Security 
and other items necessary for staff 
salaries, There is no need to delegate 
this function to the county because 
the staff allocation formula can take 
care of this, 

“I would rather see us use our 
time in trying to develop workfare 
programs, preventing teenage 
pregnancies, enriching family life 
and dealing with the day-to-day 
problems that the people of Alabama 
need,”’ 

Community Resource supervisor 
Glenda Smith reported she had 
recently attended a workshop on 
youth depression and suicide, a 
problem that must be addressed at 
all levels. She also stated stress 
workshops had been presented tothe 
staff at the Elba Nursing Home and 
to the department heads at Elba 
General Hospital. Employees taking 
part stated after the workshop that 
they felt they could better cope with 
stress both on the job and at home, 

Mrs, Smith reported the depart- 
ment had a successful year in the 
school system in Coffee County 
through presentations and puppet 
shows. Approximately 2200 students 
were reached during the past school 
year and all faculty members 


received information concerning the 
reporting of child abuse and neglect. 

Service Unit supervisor Cathie 
Hansen reported that during the past 
month her department had 
investigated 32 cases of child abuse 
(13 physical, 4 sexual and 15 neglect) 
and 3 cases of adult abuse. Open 
cases included 82 adult protective 
services, 35 adult Medicaid waivers, 
15 adoptions, 44 foster care, 25 day 
care homes and 170 child protective 
services, 

Mrs. Hansen also stated that it 
was the responsibility of the unit to 
achieve permanent plans for foster 
children, Federal law dictated that 
the department make diligent efforts 
to help the family resolve the 
problems that resulted in the 
children being removed from the 
home, and a juvenile judge is also

An autopsy report showed that 
Mr. Roberts had been struck hard on 
the back of the head and on the 
forehead as well as incurring a long 
deep cut on his neck and several cuts 
on his left arm.

Scientific was awarded the 
contract for garbage pickup recently 
and saict at the time they needed 60 
to 90 days to purchase equipment 
and get it on the road, However, 
Waste-Away, who was the collecting 
agent, needed their equipment for 
another contract and pulled out on 
July 1. 

Scientific leased what they 
described as junk trucks from 
Birmingham for use until their new 
equipment arrived in August, 
Hartzell explained this was trucks 
someone else had already worn out 
and this was why they were 
available, 

Hartzell said several breakdowns 
of this equipment coupled with the 
holiday schedule has caused some 
confusion in the residential areas but 
isn’t something that can’t be worked 
out, He explained that his firm is 
noted for giving reliable service and 
they expect to earn that reputation in 
Elba, 

Trash pickup is also a problem, 
according to Hartzell, He said there 
was a lot of trash in the city and it 
would take some time for them to 
catch up. He is running a trash truck 
five days a week and will establish a 
regular schedule once the backlog 
has been cleared out. 

Hartzell stressed that his firm 


was following the same daily routes 
as residents were on previously, 
However, he noted pickup might be 
at a different time of the day than 
before, but it would still be on the 
same day. He noted that a lot of 
citizens were not moving their 
garbage to curbside (or edge of 
yard), Only handicapped residents 


are eligible for other service, These 
must establish eligibility with the 
city hall to receive service other than 
curbside, 

Hartzell again stressed that his 
company moved into Elba on July 1 
as a favor and requested citizens be 
understanding to his problems while 
using this makeshift equipment. 


Unemployment rate continues 


to decline in Coffee County 


Alabama's unemployment rate 
declined from 8,2 percent in April to 
7.9 percent in May, and also 
measured below the year-ago rate of 
9.7 percent, according to J.G. Allen, 
director of the Alabama Dept. of 
Industrial Relations. 

This rate represented 149,600 
unemployed in May, compared tc 
153,700 in April, and 184,700 a year 
ago. Allen noted May’s rate was the 
lowest recorded since April, 1980, 
when the state’s unemployment rate 
measured 7.4 percent. 

Wage and salary employment 
advanced 4,100 over the month, with 
advances in both the manufacturing 
and nonmanufacturing divisions. 

Seasonal hiring in the agricul 
tural sector also contributed 
materially to May's unemploymc 
rate decline, Over the year, advances 
in wage and salary employment 


totaled 20,400, 

The comparable national rate 
declined from 6.2 percent in April to 
6.1 percent in May, and also 
measured below the year-ago rate of 
7.0 percent. 


According to the figures for the 
month of May, Coffee County had a 
civilian work force of 17,600 and of 
that work force only 1,160 were 
unemployed. The figure is a drop 
from 7.1 percent in April and a drop 
from 8.2 percent in May of 1986, The 
latest figures ranked Coffee County 
13th in the state in employment 
figures.

indicated he had been dead since 
Saturday night or early Sunday 
morning. He was fully clothed and 
the bed in his bedroom was made, 
according to those who viewed the 
scene. He was found on the floor of 
his living room, near an overstuffed 
chair that matched the sofa. His 
glasses were in the chair as was a 
wallet, assumed to belong to Mr. 
Roberts. His false teeth were on the 
floor between his body and the 
chair. A broken broom and a pair of 
scissors were nearby as was an 
electric iron. There appeared to be 
blood on the iron indicating it may 
have been the instrument used for 
the blows tothe head. The telephone 
on a table beside the chair also had 
what appeared to be blood spattered 
onit. There was a circle of blood on 
the side of the chair, an indication 
that Roberts had been turned over to 
gain access to his left back pocket 
which had contained his wallet. 

Officers have declined to explain 
or comment on reliable reports that 
several terry cloth bath towels were 
around the victim’s head and/or 
near his body. 

The apartment had only one 
outside door and this was locked 


when Mrs. Winston attemnted to 
check on Mr. Roberts. She had to 
enter the apartment from a door that 
connected the apartment to her 
home. She said that she was in the 
apartment before she _ realized 
anything was wrong and she just 
backed out and called the rescue 
squad. 

The rescue members arrived 
thinking they had an injury, but 
quickly saw it was far worse. They 
reportedly quickly backed out and 
the scene was secured by the Elba 
police, who began compiling a 
complete list of everyone who 
entered the apartment. They also 
insured nothing was touched until it 
had been examined by experts from 
the state crime lab and ABI. 

Mrs. Winston said her son had 
been visiting with her during the 
weekend, but neither of them heard 


any unusual noise from _ the 
apartment. Mr. Roberts had told 
employees of this newspaper 
previously that he loved the 


apartment and one of his reasons 
was there were no sounds passing 
back and forth between his apart- 
ment and the main house.

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ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Didn’t the modern day church of 
Christ come from the Baptist 
Church? I have been told that it did, 


No, the modern day churches of Christ do not have their origin in 
the Baptist churches, The modern day churches of Christ are the heirs 
of a religious movement called by historians the ‘*Restoration 
Movement.’’ Near the end of the eighteenth century, men in many 
different denominations and churches looked at the religious division 
around them, and knew that the divisions could not be in harmony with 
the will of God. They knew that Jesus had prayed for His followers, 
‘That they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be one in us’’ (John 17:21), This understanding that 
denominationalism is contrary to God’s will sparked this movement 
attempting to unite all followers of Christ. 

Down through the years of religious history, many men such as 
Martin Luther, John Knox, John Hus, and others had tried to reform 
the church. The leaders of the Restoration movement went beyond 
Luther and others, realizing that the key to religious unity, and 
harmony with the will of God, was not in merely reforming the church, 
or uniting by compromising on controversial doctrinal matters, but in 
seeking to restore the church of the New Testament. The idea was, that 
if the present day church could have the same organization as the New 
Testament church and the same worship as the New Testament church, 
and be patterned in every way after the New Testament church, then it 
would in fact be the New Testament church. In the parable of the 
sower, Jesus said ‘‘the seed is the word of God'’ (Luke 8:11). 
Whenever good seed is sown, it will produce the plant that is sown, 
Following the Bible alone, discarding denominational creeds and 
manuals, the leaders of the Restoration movement sought to use the 
seed of the kingdom, the Bible, to reproduce the New Testament 


These men who sought to restore the simple New Testament church 
came from various religious backgrounds. They included James 
O'Kelly (Methodist Church), Abner Jones and Elias Smith (Baptist 
Church), and Barton W. Stone and Thomas Campbell (Presbyterian 
Church. ‘Alexander Campbell, the most famous of the leaders, grew 
up as an ‘‘Anti-Burgher Seceder Presbyterian,’ and for a time 
preached for a church loosely connected with a Baptist Association. 
What Campbell and the others sought to do, was to restore the New 
Testament church, and unite all Christians as Christians only, 
members of the undenominational church of the New Testament. They 
sought not to form a new denomination, but to be completely 
undenominational. Their plea, to be just Christians, is still the plea of

ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Didn’t the modern day church of 
Christ come from the Baptist 
Church? I have been told that it did. 


No, the modern day churches of Christ do not have their origin in 
the Baptist churches. The modern day churches of Christ are the heirs 
of a religious movement called by historians the ‘‘Restoration 
Movement.’’ Near the end of the eighteenth century, men in many 
different denominations and churches looked at the religious division 
around them, and knew that the divisions could not be in harmony with 
the will of God, They knew that Jesus had prayed for His followers, 
‘‘That they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be one in us’’ (John 17:21), This understanding that 
denominationalism is contrary to God’s will sparked this movement 
attempting to unite all followers of Christ. 

Down through the years of religious history, many men such as 
Martin Luther, John Knox, John Hus, and others had tried to reform 
the church. The leaders of the Restoration movement went beyond 
Luther and others, realizing that the key to religious unity, and 
harmony with the will of God, was not in merely reforming the church, 
or uniting by compromising on controversial doctrinal matters, but in 
seeking torestore the church of the New Testament, The idea was, that 
if the present day church could have the same organization as the New 
Testament church and the same worship as the New Testament church, 
and be patterned in every way after the New Testament church, then it 
would in fact be the New Testament church. In the parable of the 
sower, Jesus said ‘‘the seed is the word of God'’ (Luke 8:11). 
Whenever good seed is sown, it will produce the plant that is sown, 
Following the Bible alone, discarding denominational creeds and 
manuals, the leaders of the Restoration movement sought to use the 
seed of the kingdom, the Bible, to reproduce the New Testament 


These men who sought to restore the simple New Testament church 
came from various religious backgrounds, They included James 
O'Kelly (Methodist Church), Abner Jones and Elias Smith (Baptist 
Church), and Barton W. Stone and Thomas Campbell (Presbyterian 
Church. Alexander Campbell, the most famous of the leaders, grew 
up as an ‘‘Anti-Burgher Seceder Presbyterian,’’ and for a time 
preached for a church loosely connected with a Baptist Association. 
What Campbell and the others sought to do, was to restore the New 
Testament church, and unite all Christians as Christians only, 
members of the undenominational church of the New Testament. They 
sought not to form a new denomination, but to be completely 
undenominational. Their plea, to be just Christians, is still the plea of

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NURSING HOME SPOTLIGHT 


With Shirley Wise 


This Thursday, following the 
Fourth of July holiday, we’re featur- 
ing a super-nicc gentleman by-the 
name of Mr. Bill Young in the 
“Senior Citizen Spotlight.’’ 

Mr. Bill is a robust gentleman 
from the waist up, with big, powerful 
shoulders and arms -- indeed they 
have to be powerful for he uses them 
to propel himself along in his 
wheelchair and lift himself into an 
upright sitting position, for you see, 
Mr. Bill is legless, having lost both 
legs due to complications from 
diabetes five - six years ago. 

But, hey, he can make that 
wheelchair hum, and in his own 
words, ‘‘If I ever get to where I can 
reach the rail in the hall, I can get out 
of town,’’ he said, laughing. 

However, he has not let this get 
him down by any means. He is a very 
spunky, spirited and determined 
person with a good outlook on life,. 
a quick ready smile on his face and a 
twinkle in his eye. He expresses 
himself with much enthusiasm and 
animation and is full of zest. 

Mr. Bill is 75 years young, having 
been born March 7, 1912, in Coffee 
County about five miles southeast of 
Elba, between Damascus and New 
Brockton. He was one of 10 children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Young. Mr. 
Frank was a farmer; Mrs. Young was 
the former Camilla Hamilton and 
originally from Eufaula. 

About his father, he said, ‘‘He 
was a good daddy. We called him 
‘Pa.’ He joined the Mt. Level 
Holiness Church, located on Hwy. 
84, just above Shiloh, where he was a 
deacon for 11 years.’’ 

And, in recalling his mother, he 
recounted, ‘‘She was a hard worker - 
she worked in the fields every day 
she was able. We called her 
‘Mama,’ and she was a real sweet, 
good mama!”’ 

In reminiscing about his youth 
and growing up days, he told us, 
“Used to - I didn’t fear the racket 
and didn’t cry to go home -- I was 
just ready for it as it came, but --’’ 
and here he chuckled, “‘ - - time will 
bring about a change!’’ 

Laughing, we agreed with him 
and added, ‘‘Gosh, I'll bet your 
mama spent many a sleepless night 
waiting up for you six boys to come 
home.’’ To which he replied, in a 
choked voice, and with tears in his 
eyes, ‘‘You’re right - no matter what 
time of the night or morning we 
came home, Mama was always 
awake and up, waiting for us!’’ 

The brothers and sisters of Mr. 
Bill, all of whom are deceased with 
the exception of one sister and 
sister-in-law, are: 

Berta, who lives between Enter- 
prise and Bellwood with her 
husband Junior Sconiers. 

John Frank, who was married to 
the former Lizzie Allen, who now 
makes her home in New Brockton. At 
the time of Mr. John Frank’s death, 
he was living in Montgomery. 

James, who was living in New 
Brockton at the time of his death; he 
was married to the former Florence 
Baldwin, also deceased. 

Fonza, who was married to the 
former Ella Cain, also deceased. 
They made their home in the Shady 
Grove Community. 

Davis, whom everyone called 
‘‘Deev,’’ and he was married to the 
former Mamie McKelvin, also 
deceased, and they made their home 
in the Mt, Calvary Community. 

Mr, Bill told us, ‘‘I was real close 
to Deev. As long as he had a dime, I 
knew J had a nickel!’’ Continuing, he 
added, ‘‘If anybody bothered with 
me, they bothered with him, too!’ 
Now that is what you call a warm, 
loving friendship, as well as close 
kinship. 

Leesie, who was married to John 
Melton, also deceased. They made 
their home in the Florala area, 

Bessie Lee, who was married to 
the late Jim Earnest Cain. They were 
residents of New Brockton. It is 
always interesting to me the fact of 
siblings marrying other siblings, as 
did Mr. Fonza and Miss Bessie Lee, 
in marrying the Cain brother and 
sister, : 

Jennie Mae, who was married to 
the late William Shipman, and lived 
in Opp at the time of her death. 

Shelly Page, a half-brother of Mr. 
Bill’s, who was married to the former 
Mattie Askew, also deceased, and 
they were residents of the Damascus 
Community. : 

When asked if he and _ his 
brothers ever fought, he told us, 
‘‘We'd fight a right smart and then 
we grew up and grew out of it!”’ 

Mr. Bill is married to the former 
Jeanette Harvey, a native of Newton. 
Mrs. Young is one of nine 
children born to Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Harvey. Mr. Albert was a farmer and 
Mrs. Harvey was the former Miss 
Mandy Warren, a_ native of 
Hurtsboro, 

The eight brothers and sisters of 
Miss Jeanette are: 

Charlie, deceased, who was 
married to the former Ella Gertha 
Baldwin and they resided in Califor- 


nia; 

William Albert, deceased, who 
was married to the former Gladys 
Daniels and they resided in Ohio; 

Mack, deceased, who was living 
in Ohio at the time of his death, as 
was brother Matthew; 


J.B., who married Bessie 
Wellaton and he makes his home in 
Dothan; 


Lou Vester Wilkerson, deceased, 
who was living in Enterprise at the 
time of her death with her husband, 
Luther, also deceased; 


Hattle Belle Foster, whose 
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Mr. Bill Young 


husband Jim is deceased and she 
resides in Enterprise; and 

Sara, a resident of Ohio. 

Mr. Bill is the father of two 
children: 

Willie Mae, who died with 
leukemia. She had one daughter, 
Edna, who lives in Mexico. 

His son Gregory lives in Miami, 
Fla., where he does plaster work. 

He has had a variety of jobs over 
the years, beginning with working on 
the farm, where he was born and 
reared, until the year 1945 when he 
left the farm to begin sawmilling 
which he did for 14 years. 

After going to California in 1959 
for a couple of months to sawmill, 
and realizing as he said, ‘‘That was 
no place for me - I knew I had to get 
back home!, he then worked with the 
Central of Georgia Railroad 
Company for four years. 

After this he worked in con- 
struction for a while. His last job was 
bagging groceries at the Ft. Rucker 
Commissary where he said the 
largest tip he ever received was a $5 
bill. Sometimes he didn’t get tipped 
anything, he said. 

Mr. Bill is a member of the Silver 
Ring Baptist Church located in 
Glenwood. 

Some of his favorites are: color - 
‘*pink and green;’’ flower - ‘‘yellow 
roses;’’ season - ‘‘springtime - it’s 
just cool then and not too hot and I 
like that;’’ holiday - ‘‘Christmas;’’ 
foods - ‘“‘scrambled eggs, bacon, 
toast and coffee for breakfast, and 
almost any kind of vegetable.’ 

He remembered Chrismases 
long, long ago and said, ‘‘I’d get toys 
and fruit and Santa Claus would 
come. One of my brothers caused me 
not to believe in Santa Claus. I 
believed just as hard as I could until 
one Christmas Eve night, we were 
lying in bed and he kept punching 
me and waking me up and wouldn’t 
let me go back to sleep, so I saw Pa 
putting our toys in our socks!’’ 

When asked his hobby, if he liked 
hunting and fishing, he most 
enthusiastically replied, ‘‘Yeah; 
gosh, I loved ’possum hunting, 
squirrel hunting and fishing. I liked 
all of them about the same!’’ 

When asked how many ’possums 
he reckoned he had killed, he said, 
‘*T can’t remember the nights I’ve 
gone possum hutning by myself! I 
couldn’t even begin to count the ones 
I’ve killed and eaten! But I couldn’t 
eat one now -- I guess I’ve just 
turned against them.”’ 

Which prompted us to tell him 
our joke about the best way to eat 
*possum. Seems as if you build a fire 
and put the ’possum in the middle of 
the ashes and place some sweet 
*taters around the ’possum, and then 
when the ’possum gets done, you 
throw it away and eat the ’taters! 


Mr. Bill shared the following 
“*fish story’’ with us: ‘‘I was fishing 
one day and I saw some May 
huckleberries -- I loved May 
huckleberries. I saw a bush just full 
of 'em -- looked plumb black it was 
so full! So I stepped over a barbed 
wire fence to get to them and I felt 
something under my left foot and I 
looked down and saw that I was 
standing right on top of a rattlesnake 
and it was stacked up, looked like 
about this high (here he measured 
with his hands a span of about 12 
inches). I stood there for just a 
second, thinking what to do ’cause I 
was probably standing on his head 
and if! lifted my foot he’d strike me, 
but, ‘‘ and here he laughed, ‘‘before I 
knew what was happening my left 
foot shot up and I was running! I tell 
you, I was a scared man that day!’ 
Needless to say Mr. Bill never did 
get his May huckleberries, for he 
said it was several weeks before he 
got up enough nerve to venture back 
to one of his favorite fishing holes! 

When asked if he had a ‘‘green 
thumb’? and enjoyed gardening or 
flowers, he replied animatedly,. 
‘*Yeah, man, I liked growing roses. I 
had lots of roses in my yard - I had 
just a regular little rose garden.”’ 

He told us, ‘‘I like it pretty good. 
I get kinda homesick sometimes, but 
it’s okay,’’ in response to our 


‘question about the nursing home. He 


was admitted in March of this year, 
after short stays in the Luverne, 
Enterprise and Troy nursing homes, 
after which he returned to his home 
in Enterprise, and from there he 
came tothe Elba Nursing Home. His 
roommate is Mr. Floyd Sears. 

When asked if he had one wish, 
what would it be, he quickly replied, 
“I'd wish to go home!”’ 

And his advice to everyone is to 
‘‘get an education, work hard, save 


their money, go to church and serve 
the Lord.’’ 

When asked if he could live his 
life over, would he do anything 
differently, he said, ‘‘Oh yeah! I'd 
gotochurch more and serve the Lord 
more! I’d just change all the way 
around -- I’d be a better person. I 
used to be a hot head -- toted me a 
little gun - ready to fight over 
anything! But thank the Lord I’ve 
outgrown that age now. I’ve slowed 
down. Time will bring about a 
change,’’ he said again. 

And indeed, as we agreed 
earlier, time does bring changes, 
and Mr. Bill, if time brought the 
changes into your life, they were 
mighty pleasant and good ones, for 
you were a delightful person to visit,, 
and we enjoyed meeting you and 
getting to know you and know our 
readers will too.

When I first read this in the King 
James Version, I got The Book to see 
how they interpreted it, for I read 
both Bibles and must confess, I don’t, 
read and study either half enough, 
but Iam working on correcting that. 

Anyway, I wondered how The 
Living Bible, which Gappa reads, 
and The Good News Bible, which 
Whitney reads along with The Book, 
interpreted it; hence, the three 
different readings. But, I’m learning 
a lesson from it, and if any of you 
have been struggling with your own 
problems, I hope and pray this has 
helped you.

AND WE WERE WORRIED ABOUT NO PASS, NO PLAY 


A lot of publicity has been received recently about the no-pass, no-play 
legislation in the Senate and while I am totally opposed to the thought that a 
bunch of politicians could make the rules that high school athletes must 
follow, it could be worse -- we could be living in Georgia! 

In Sunday’s Atlanta Journal and Constitution a full page was devoted to 
supposed education reform expected to be enacted this week by the Georgia 
Board of Education. I'll agree the state board is the right group to enact such 
measures; however, it seems like many educators are getting a little carried 
away in their attempt to ‘“‘upgrade’’ the quality of education. One ruling 
expected to pass would ban out-of-season practice in all sports, which would 
be a death blow to spring football practice. For years many groups have been 
opposed to spring football practice because it was said to be detrimental to 
other spring sports such as baseball, tennis and track. The football coaches 
fought the ban and won for many years, but once the so-called education 
experts took over the fight, it was all over! I know that in some cases spring 
training does interfere with other spring sports, but problems can be worked 
out, and to end spring practice seems a bit harsh. 

Another planned ruling will be to eliminate night basketball games 
preceding school days, thus forcing schools to play all games on Friday or 
Saturday nights, except during vacation periods. Many believe this would 
run a lot of coaches out of Georgia due to the fact it would take away their 
weekends and limit greatly the number of games a team could play. I agree 
that it’s hard for high school players to get up their homework and then get 
up and goto school after getting back to town at 10:30 after a road game, but 
I just don’t think it’s a good idea to ban teams from playing during the week. 
In many small towns the ball games are events for the entire community and 
everyone looks forward to going to them during the week. Most people, on 
the other hand, like to relax on the weekend, and I don’t think the fans would 
come out on Saturday nights like they would on Tuesday. 

The third proposal would require all students who participate in 
extracurricular activities to pass five of six courses each grading period. 
Failure to meet the requirements would make the student ineligible during 
the next grading period, to enable the student to have the additional time 
needed to pull the grades back up. I realize grades are important, but the 
truth is that many students stay in school to participate in athletics and not 
just to get a high school diploma, I can list the names of several students who 
stayed in school because of athletics, and even though they weren’t honor 
students, at least they were in school learning something! Such a rule would 
force a student that can do better to buckle down, but what about that student 


who is already doing his best? 


I know the rules will affect only Georgia and won’t have an impact on 
Alabama, but when a state so close by makes changes you can bet the 
changes will be coming soon. Get ready!

Agriculture Experts Examine New Playing 
Field At Elba High In Attempt To Rid 
Grass Of Mole Crickets 


Agriculture experts from across 
the county and state were in Elba 
last week to examine the newly- 
planted grass at the Elba High 
School football field in an attempt to 
head off any problems caused by the 
presence of mole crickets. 

Last year the mole crickets 
infested the playing field and caused 
major damage to the grass, resulting 
in a new playing field being planted 
in June. The mole crickets tunnel 
underneath the ground and eat all 
parts of the grass plant, killing all 
grass in large areas of the field. 

‘Last season we didn’t recognize 
the problem until the grass was 
dying,’’ stated Coffee County farm 
agent Dan Presley, ‘‘and by then it 
was too late. This year we have come 
early to examine the field and hope 
that by spraying early the chemicals 
will kill any mole crickets before they 
can mature and cause any real 
damage.”’

Encouragement might be an 
understatement, since Dr. Boyce 
arranged for Ms, Berry to observe an 
anesthesiologist at work during 
surgery at a local hospital. 

‘After my first time in the 
operating room I was hooked,"’ she 


says. ‘Il knew then that I wanted to 
be an anesthesiologist instead of a 
nurse anesthetist, but I guess that 
wasn’t in the cards.”’ 

Dr. Boyce, who is now an 
associate professor of anesthesiology 
at UAB, says he recognized Ms. 
Berry's talent almost immediately 
and decided to offer all the 
encouragement he could, 

“lve known Candy since 1976 
when she began babysitting for my 
children,’’ he says. ‘‘Il was always 
impressed with her, because she was 
out of the mainstream in her desire 
to be something special, 

‘*l wanted to support someone 
whom | perceived as _ having 
remarkable drive and intelligence,”’ 
Dr. Boyce says, ‘‘That’s why I 
helped arrange for her to observe an 
anesthesiologist and a _ nurse 
anesthetist at work. She certainly 
measured up to my expectations.”’ 

“When I first got the word that I 
wasn’t accepted to medical school | 
was shattered,’’ Ms, Berry says, ‘‘It 
seemed like everything I had worked 
so hard for wasn’t going to happen.” 
She says being turned down when 
she applied to medical school has 
turned out to be a plus, 

“T could have sat around for 
another year waiting to reapply or 
get on with my dream of working in 
an operating room. I decided to earn 
a bachelor’s degree in nursing, then 
enter the nurse anesthetist program 
at UAB,"’ she says. ‘‘I haven't 
regretted that decision for a 
moment, because I’ve had the 
opportunity to do some fascinating 
things here,”’ 

Among them is taking part in a 
perinatal epidemiologic research 
team project at University Hospital's 
Department of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology. 

‘We are involved in a study to 
determine why some babies are 
lighter than others during the same 
stage of fetal development,"’ she 
says, ‘‘Combine that kind of work 
with everything else I'm learning 
about people, patient care and 
medicine, and I know I’ve got a 
marvelous career ahead of me,”’

The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with several items 
of tabled business from the previous 
meeting on the agenda, Garbage fee 
increase, road work and property 
lines problems had all been tabled at 
the last meeting and were addressed 
by the council. 

Mayor Bob English told Ben 
Carpenter that research indicated 
the city council had never formally 
accepted a platted street off Bypass 
Street and therefore the city couldn’t 
accept responsibility for improving 


the street. He noted it was the policy 
of Elba not to accept maintenance of 
Streets until certain conditions had 
been met. If the city were to do 
paving on this street, others platted 
in various subdivisions would 
request and deserve the same 
Service at the expense of the 
taxpayers. The platted street adjoins 
a day care center owned by 
Carpenter and operated by his wife. 

Lamar Hall was again at the 
meeting todiscuss a paved street his 
survey showed was on his property.

The Coffee County Commission 
heard road complaints, trash 
complaints, ‘worn-out machinery 
news, and heard county engincer 
Mark Pool explain attorney general 
rulings on illegal work by county 
road crews, before taking action to 
improve the health department 
situation in Enterprise and the 


county jail building needs. 


They also voted to proceed with 
the ‘imposing of the much-discussed 
tobacco tax recently approved by the 
Alabama legislature for Coffee 
County. 

Pool told commission members it 
is illegal to do work for church 
parking lots unless there is local 
legislation allowing such work and 
unless the county is fully reimbursed 
for all expense in the matter, 

Pool also presented a ruling 
concerning working on city streets 
routinely, He noted that the county 
road crews should stop at the city 
limits unless specific legislation had 
been introduced to change such 
responsibility from the cities to the 
county, This would apply in 
situations such as Elba’s proposal to 
extend the Elba city limits. 

Residents of Sconiersville were 
present complaining about the 
condition of their road, also known as 
the Harold Godwin Road, Work had 
begun on getting it ready for paving; 
county monies were not available 
and promised state funds were lost 
in the change of administration, 
according to commissioners. Pool 
promised to make the road passable 
as soon as possible. 

Complaints of burning trash from 
the Enterprise city trash dump were 
presented to the commissioners. 
They agreed to write letters to the 
proper authorities in hopes of getting 
this problem solved, 

Commissioners voted to set aside 
20 percent of the county's 25 percent 
of the sales tax money for eliminat- 
ing the problems of the Enterprise 
Health Dept, not having enough 
room, A buildng rented for them has 
been sold and the present lease 
expires in December, 

A discussion on constructing the 
building in Enterprise or in a central 
location and consolidating both the 
Elba and Enterprise facilities 
brought out some strong emotions. 
The discussion and agreement was 
to study this and consider also 
including the Human Resource Dept. 
in the consolidated facility, 

A decision was made to also 
earmark 10 percent of this 25 percent 
of the sales tax for repairs, 
remodeling or construction at the 
county jail, 

Commissioner Sid Averett wants 
the new health department facility to 
be built in Enterprise, explaining the 
county has a dual system and people 
needing the health department have 
just as much right to the convenience 
as those wanting to buy a car tag. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
noted he wasn’t against this action, 


but wanted to insure it was the best 
decision to make before agreeing to 
spend the money. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
Suggested building in a central 
location with the health department, 
Human Resource Dept. (formerly 
Pensions and Security), and the food 
Stamp offices in the same central 
location. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
noted that Pridecrest in Enterprise 
was planning a doubling of their 
facility and wanted the county to 
improve aroad, The group was quick 


‘t7 approve this and instructed the 


engineer to get with Enterprise 
officials as soon as possible, 


After a lengthy discussion - and Hall 
again reciting the history of the 
street up to the time it was paved in 
1965 - the council voted on a proposal 
that appeared to settle the matter if 
approved by the city attorney. The 
city will pay Mr. Hall $1250 and give 
him a Quit Claim Deed to all 
property more than 12 inches from 
the edge of the paved street. Mayor 
English, Hall and City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan are to meet and work 
out the matter along the above

= Counceil revises garbage rates 


Payne Street. 

New garbage rates were adopted 
by the council after discussion of the 
need for increases and questions of 
“should the city get back into the 


collection business and _ save 
money?’’ 
The new increased rates will 


bring in $14,000 a month and will 
constitute a loss of $2,370 a month 
for the city when the payments to 
Scientific Industries and the county 
landfill are totaled. 

Council members Jack Prescott 
and Malcolm Davis opposed the 
increase, both expressing that the 
city could do it cheaper. Gladys 
Yelverton voted for the increase but 
urged English to study the possi- 
bility of Elba getting back in the 
collection service when the present 
contract expires. 

The schedule adopted Monday 
night will increase residential 
charges by $1.00 to $6.00 a month. 
This is a drop from the rates 
approved by the council last month, 
These rates will be reflected on the 
utility bills received at the first of 


August. 
Other rates in the schedule 
include; present $10 commercial 


accounts will be divided into two 
groups with 22 increasing to $12.00 
and the balance of 105 increasing to 
$17.00. Present $15.00 accounts will 
increase to $35.00. These are 
commercial accounts that require 
daily pickup because of food scraps, 
etc, There are presently 28 of these. 

Twenty-five-dollar accounts are 
increased to $65.00 and include 14 
accounts, while two will increase 
from $50.00 a month to $85,00. The 
three largest users of the garbage 
and trash service of the city will 
increase from $100.00 to $150.00. 

There is a possibility that some 
commercial users are in the wrong 
group and Mayor English promised 
to look into day care centers 
immediately to determine if they 
don’t have to have the daily service 
and their rates could be lowered. 

Monthly bills of $20,501.40 were 
approved for payment. English 
noted that gasoline purchases were 
over $5,000 due to the city taking 
delivery early in the month and again 
at the last of the month. 

The council approved a resolution 
opposing the relocation of Highway 
84 out of the city of Elba, This will be 
forwarded to the Alabama Highway 
Department. 

Mike McGuire, representing the 
Elba Chamber of Commerce, 
appeared before the council and 
urged action in two areas, He noted 
decaying buildings were an eyesore 
to the town and hurt when pros- 


pective industrial representatives 
came to town. The council recently 
passed an _ ordinance covering 


burned-out buildings ‘but English 
noted it didn’t cover this problem. 
The council will look into adding this 
to the present city laws, 

McGuire also opposed the 
possible loss of Highway 84 in Elba, 
He presented a resolution to the 
council from the Chamber of 
Commerce expressing their concern, 

The resolution said in part, ‘*... 
and to urge the members of the 
council to do all in their individual 
and collective power to prevent the 
re-routing of this vital lifeline to 
Elba, U.S. Highway 84, away from 
the city.”’ 

Mayor English told the group of a 
meeting he attended last week with 
the state highway department and 
Dorsey Trailer management. This 
was to work out some problems 
Dorsey had with the re-routing of 84 
as proposed at a public hearing last 
fall. English said these problems 
were solved to the satisfaction of all, 
including the members of the Elba 
Church of God. Part of the present 
84 (from about the Kinston Highway 
tothe church) will be maintained as a 
dead-end city street. 
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
